Mr. Taft and the People 


Mr. Taft's whole speech and all his 
Kimilar speeches were designed to prove 
that our government succeeded because 
we did-not have direct action by the 
peopje, but had action only by a rep- 
resentative part of the people. Take his 
apeech on Feb. 12 in New York, for in- 
stance, as reported by the Associated 
Press and in the New York Times. This 
runs in part as follows: 

“With the effort to make the selection 
of candidates, the” enactment of legisla- 
tion and the decision of courts depend 
on the momentary passions of a people 
necessarily indifferently informed as to 
the issues presented, such extremists 
would hufry us into a condition which 
could find no parallel except in 
Krench revolution br in that bubbling 
anarchy that once characterized the 
South American republics. 

“Such extremists are not progressive— 
they are political emotionalists or neu- 
rotics who have lost the sense of propor- 
‘tion and that clear of the 
necessity for checks upon hasty popular 
action, etc.” : 

It is a simple absurdity to suppose 
that in quotations like ‘his the Presi- 
dent is” thinking hasty action by 
women and children. 

Mr. Taft sava that Mr. Flinn of Pitts- 
burgh is a very bad boss.

Two generations pass and the grand- 
son of this famous Hebrew scholar and 
writer named Felix, and indeed 
the happy Mendelssohn—son of Mendel 
—whom all the world not only delighted 
to honor but loved perforce. 

But the son of Mendel, 
stricken scribe of the humble atreet 
Dessau; first saw the light of day ina 
wretched sort of a hut, the home of his 
father, employed as a copyist by students 
of the Talmud. Mendel eked out a scanty 
enough livelihood, but had ambitions for! 

At three years the boy could 
read in Hebrew and at four he had fin- 
ish: the first school book. <As with 
most of the folk of his race at that time, 
Hebrexy was his vernacular, and he 
learned German later as an acquired 
speech. .His father won for his studious 
son- the interest of Rabbi Fraencke, to| 
whom the lad turned with a true stu- 
dent's devotion, and when at last the’ 
rabbi was called to Berlin, the boy | 
pleaded-to be taken with him.

The balance for common dividends has 
never been much over the 8 per cent 
rate which has been paid since 1899, but 
this is a purely arbitrary matter as 
only enough is drawn from the treasuries 
of the operating companies to cover in 
terest and dividend requirements.

The Torrington Company has manufac- 
turing plants in England and Germany 
which it has built entirely out of the 
profits of the company and these com- 
panies are now earning enough to take 
care of the interest on the bonds and 
dividends on the preferred stock, a mat- 
ter of $120,000 a year which leaves the 
profits of the plants in the United States 
for the common stockholders. 

Since the company was brought out by 
Kidder, Peabody & Co. in 1898, it has 
greatly increased its earning power 
through enlarged output, lower cost 
sheets and the steady diversifications of 
its manufactured products.

| United States has politics exercised so little 
deterrent influence upon business at the 
beginning of a presidential campaign as 
witnessed at present. The reason 1s not 
difficult to learn. In the first place, cond- 
tions are ripe for material improvement. 
There has been business repression, 1f not 
depression, for several years past. ‘There 1s 
a sound basis for a substantial expansion, 
all things being equal. Politics thus far has not been the wet blanket, 
so to speak, as in other presidential campaigns, because it now seems 
to be the ambition of the leaders of the two great parties to encour- 
age business growth rather than to frame laws that will restrict and 
hamper it. The tariff is less an issue than it ever was before. It 
has been the vital subject undér discussion in other campaigns, and, 
although it is still an important one, business interests have less to 
fear from this source than formerly. The so-called “infant indus- 
tries” of former days have grown robust and the country s commerce 
is On a more substantial footing. More confidence is felt in the 
ability of American institutions to forge ahead in all circumstances. 
The industries of the United States have undergone a severe test 
during the last few years and in the main have come out of it 
stronger than before. 

Just now the volume of business is heavy, and although here 
and there seasonal recessions are noted, the general tendency 1s 
toward betterment. The steel companies are operating almost to 
capacity. Profits have been so small, due to lower prices, that it 1s 
difficult for some of the leading steel companies to show balances 
after dividends are paid. Within the last week, however, there has 
been an advance in prices for various products, and the future conse- 
quently will be an improvement over the past so far as earnings go. 
There have been advances in prices of other commodities, and the 
high cost of living continues a problem which the entire world has

to solve. 

Larger bank clearings throughout the leading cities of the 
United States clearly indicate the expansion that has taken place an 
business. Of course, the greater activity in stock speculation in New 
York and in the grain market at Chicago has had much to do with 
the heavier bank clearings in those centers; but other cities likewise 
show much improvement, and there 1s no doubt that the expansion ts 
mostly attributable to a broader and more active commerce. This 
is borne out by the fact that railroad revenues are larger, indicating 
a heavier traffic of merchandise. 

The labor unrest is still confronting the industries. lore seri- 
ous situations in the past have been successfully met, and there is 
no doubt that the present troubles will be overcome. As long as both 
employers and employees display a friendly spirit and a desire to 
settle their differences amicably, the public may entertain hope for 
their speedy termination.

S ture not long since issued a bulletin on 
ome | bread making and gave a number of recipes 

: and numerous instructions to bread makers. 
Points About The Kentucky Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
| / tion has followed this up with a_ bulletin 
containing two other recipes and additional 
instructions. The press of the country 
promptly declares that these bulletins are 
prophetic of better times for bread eaters 
and bread winners. And this position is steadfastly adhered to by 
journalists who do not particularly approve of any of the recipes or 
instructions, but who confess to being greatly encouraged because the 
state and the nation seem to be awakening at last to the importance 
of the question involved. It is not so much a matter of recipes or 
instructions, sav some of tliese, as it is a matter of returning to a 
sane and safe wav of living. People of this view assert that modern 
machinery and modern methods may be all right in some respects. 
but they utterly fail when they undertake to produce anything like 
the bread mother used to make. 

Some there are in the world who will sav that this is simply 
an evidence of prejudice; that, as a matter of fact, macltine-made 
bread is every bit as good as home-made bread, and that it is oftener 
than not a gteat deal better. The reply of the home-made bread 
advocate to this 1s that baker's bread 1s sometimes better than home- 
made bread only because home-made bread 1s not always made as it 
should be made, and these will go tarther and say that not until the 
country returns to home-made bread will the difficulties, political 
and economic, that now beset it on all sides be overcome. 

In a sense, the bulletins referred to sustain this position. Thev 
<ay. for instance, that home-made bread will go about three times 
as tar as bakers bread and cost not much more than one third as 
much. They say that it is in every sense better food than baker's 
bread. ‘They leave the inference that if the people of this country 
would all return to home-made bread the aggregate saving annuallv 
would run into many millions, while the energy, enterprise, pros- 
perity and happiness of the people, plain and otherwise, would be 
multiplied. 

No doubt a great deal of the charm of home life disappeared 
with the regular baking day, but that its return 1s desired by the 
average housekeeper of this period is something that must be seri- 
ously questioned. HKaking day gave the old-fashioned dwelling the 
utmosphere it needed, the odors that were becoming to it: but these 
would not go well with the modern apartment. Not but that bread. 
and very good bread, 1s even now baked in some of the most modern 
of the apartments; but it must be admitted, whether it be regrettable 
or not, that the general tendency 1s toward the bakery. 

There may be a change, and it may even receive its first impulse 
from Wentucky. If so, & will be welcomed now by many a man 
who ts eating baker's bread-and saying nothing.

STEADILY but surely influences at work to 
defeat any form of national investigation of 
conditions affecting credit and loans in the 
United States have been thwarted. Politics 
has played its part in the fight behind the 
scenes, and no doubt the outcome of the

probing process will have its effect upon the 
presidential election. But at bottom the de- 


mand rests on a popular suspicion which will 

not down, and it can only be done away with 

by a refutation. If the probing process be sincere and thorough, 
the verdict can hardly fail to be wholesome in its effect, whatever 
its tenor. Much depends upon the counsel chosen, the scope of 
the inquiry, the caliber of the witnesses summoned and their reaction 
when cross-examined. 

Concentration of power over credit in sums such as are needed 
nowadays for executing commercial, industrial and kindred enter- 
prises undoubtedly has gone on rapidly during the past generation. 
That there is. much interlocking of interests through directorates 
suitably adjusted as to personnel is not denied because so patent. 
The task of the critic and investigator is to disclose use of this power 
for ends that are already pronounced illegal bv statute or by judicial 
decree, or that conflict with an ethical standard recently formed and 
defined. 

No investigation is likely to uncover anv new motives for use 
of money-lending power in an anti-social and lawless way. 
Hlamurabai, Moses, Solon and Justinian were conversant with funda- 
mental and constant aspects of humanity. Covetousness ts imme- 
morial and writers of pre-Christian times have chronicled its tyran- 
nizing propensities. kor new forms of old injustices, subtler and 


ore devious in method, working on a large scale and attecting more 
people, society has to invent new methods of suppression and punish- 
ment. So far the state can go. Upon religious and ethical teachers 
still devolves the duty of dealing more fundamentally with the 
matter than any penal method can deal. Selfish desires and self- 
centered theories of existence have to be overcome with love. Courts 
and legislatures, probers and judges, statutes and prisons have their 
place, but that place is supplementary not primary in a society that 
uses. as it should use. home, church and school for ethical and 
spiritual ends. Are these agencies now rated as highly as they 
should be by the average American?

What did thev talk 
about? It is safe to say that Yuan Shi Wat 
mnproved the Opportunity to get expert acd- 
vice as to further introduction ot western 
models in schools and solution of such prob- 
lems as must already have arisen where so 
ancient and firmlv-rooted a system of training as prevailed for cen- 
turies has been so summarily set aside. Naturally, also, the Chinese 
executive would express his gratitude tor the part that Harvard 
and other American universities have played in educating Chinese 
youth with income from remitted indemnity funds. He cast his 
influence in favor of this step when he was only a powerful and 
progressive viceroy. It could only have been gratifying for him to 
hear of the fine record that the students have made and to under- 
stand precisely what the possibilities of the system are as a tie 
between the republics. 

The American may be counted upon as having assured his host 
that the United States has peculiar interest in the future of China 
for sentimental and moral reasons. Dr. [hot 1s not likely to have 
stressed the conunercial aspect of the matter much. As envoy oft the 
Carnegie Peace Foundation he perhaps sounded the President as to 
China’s probable policy toward militarism. Is it to be altered from 
that of the past? If so, why? And to what extent? , 

Over the broad field ot internal governmental policy Yuan Shi 
Xai is likely to have asked the experienced leader of thought in a 
democracy to shed such radiance of wisdom as will supplement his 
own in dealing with a pecuharly difficult situation. He no doubt 
found Dr. Eliot stanch as a supporter of liberty and of fraternity, 
but no believer in equality save that of opportunity; a demotrat but 
not a “democratic democrat. If oriental asked occidental as to 
whether religion should be tostered by the state, he was probably 
told “Yes,” with the qualifying remark that it should be by free 
faiths. of all kinds, unconnected in any way with government.
